New YoOrK, November 26, 1879 —Now that 
the lethargy has departed and our birds of 
fashion bave returned to their homes with 
their cheeks tinged with the roses of sea-side 
and valley, mountains and hill-side, Goth- 
am‘s society is entering upon its usual win- 
ter round of pleasure with its customary zest, 
atid bids fairto keepit up until the buds 
blossom again. In the select precincts of 
Murray Hill, Fifth avenue and Madison av- 
enue the rustle of silks and satins again 
breaks musically upon the ear.and many 
familiar faces are seen smiling beneath the 
latest and most bewitching novelties in bon- 
nets. Our belles and beaux are looking their 
most charming and seem happy at the pros- 
pect ofa seasonjof real, genuine enjoyment. 
Receptions are now the order of the hour, and 
scarce a night passes without several of them 
being given by leaders of metropolitan ton. 
In fact, a promenade, on any of the lovely 
evenings which have fallen to our lot of late, 
through the elite quarter of the metropolis, 
would almost lead one to imagine that his 
footsteps were carrying bim through fairy 
land. Nearly every mansion is brilliantty 
lighted and its parlors filled with a most fash- 
ionable and elegant gathering. The soft strains 
ofthe waltz orthe occasionally quick notes of 
the German mingled with merry peals of 
lauchter float out uponthe air and tell the 
story of the festivity which reigns within. 
And so the ball of pleasures rolls gaily on, 
pursued closely by its eleganc devotees. That 
our fashionable dames will havea busy time 
of it this winter is now an assured fact, for it 
has beenlong since New York boused as many 
notables as it does now, from consuls, pleni- 
potentiaries and counts down through the 
social gamut to clerks of legations and as- 
semblymen elect. 

MUSIC AND THE DRAMA, 

It is also long since the tareaters have met 
with as busv a seasun as the present. Every 
place of amusement in the city is open with 
attractive bills and rapidly filling coffers. 
The Academy of Music—the home of opera. 
as it bas been justly called—nightly resounds 
with the entrancing melodies of Colonel 
Mapleson’s incomparable vocalists and the 
rapturous plaudits of delighted audiences. 
That the Colonel’s troupe has won a place,and 
a prominent one at that, in the hearts of me- 
tropoiitan opera-goers, is sufficiently attested 
by the significant legend, ‘*Standing room 
only,’’ which is constantly posted onthe outer 
walls ofthe temple of music. Certainly the 


troupe is one of the best—nay, more, um 
best that has ever bowed behind the foot- 
lights of a New York theater. There is 


Mme. Ambre, who has an_exquisite. finely 
cultivated soprano yoice; Annie Louise Cary, 
whose reputation and fame are world-wide; 
Campanini, he of the silvery voice; Behrens, 
the basso, and Monti, basso, and Miles. Va- 
leria and Lablanche, contraltos: and a perfect 
legion of other singers not nearly so famous 
as those I have named but certainly as de- 
lightfulto hear. A different opera is sung 
every night by the Mapleson troupe, yet they 
never appear embarrassed or not perfectly 
familiar with the score and sing delightfully, 
almost faultiessivinall. Last evening they 
sang ‘‘Aida,’’ to-hight ‘*‘Carmen,’’ to-mor- 
row bight **Mignon’’ will be presented, and 
on Friday ‘*Faust.’’ But Mapleson’stroupe 
is not the only one that has taken the town by 
storm, asit has te shure the honors with 
Maurice Grau’s French Opera Bouffe Com- 
pany. It must be admitted, however, that 
the audiences which nightly pack Booth’s 
Theater, where the French Opera Bouffe 
troupe is performing, are for the most part 
con) posed of the salacious portion of - Metro- 
politan young men; of that portion which 
clusters like bees around a_ flower at 
the feet of a Parisian corvphee. 
The principal attractions in this troupe are 
Mile. Pacla-Marie and Mile. Angele (what a 
suggestive name the latter has; the young 
men all persist that she is an angel, too). Be- 
tween these two beauties Mrs. Grundy has 
veraciously averred there exists a deep jeal- 
ousy. Which frequently leads to interesting 
emeutes behind the scenes. It is reported 
that when these two ladies are upon the 
stage in the same scene, and a couple of bou- 
quets are thrown to them, they won’t touch 
them until the curtain falls, When they make 
a sudden dash for them and fight desperate- 
ly (that’s the expression) for possession of 
the coveted roses. Itis, moreover, asserted 
that in a quarrel one evening over a bouquet, 
the Angel hit Maria, 1 mean Marie, on the 
nose, and drew the claretin a very copious 


stream. Delightful, ain’t it? But what is 
life without excitement? 
The great attraction on the dramatic 


stage just now is Edwin sooth, 
who is appearing in a round of Shaks- 


pearean characters at the Grand Opera-house. 
Last evening he gave an uf'exceptionally fine 
rendition of the airily wicked Iago, 
which a crowded auditorium fully appreciat- 
ed. The extreme naturalness of his interpre- 
tation of the lines, particularly in those por- 
tions where many artists are tempted to over- 
acting, is very refreshing, and leads by an 
easy gradation up to that portion of the trage- 
dy where he suddenly bursts forth as the une 
masked villain. In this latter part his acting 
is simply the acme of perfection, and it is al- 
most impossible to believe or even think that 
another could do it better. 

The present season bas been rendered mem- 
orable by the advent on our boards of Magda 
Irschick, the gifted German tragedienne, who 
possesses tragic emotional power of a very 
high order. In her repertoire of characters 
are Juliett, Leah, Griseldis, Lady Macbeth 
and others, in allof which she has appeared 
before New York audiences and created a 
perfect furore of enthusiasm. 

THE BUSINESS BOOM. 

If an unwonted elation in business circles 
can be taken asa criterion, the tidal wave of 
prosperity which appears to be sweeping over 
the country has certainly left some of its sur- 
plus watersin Gotham. ‘*Times are first- 
class,’’ is the expression heard on every side, 
and “I’ve got an awful lot of business to at- 
tend to, so please excuse me,” the remark of 
almost every acquaintance whom one endeav- 
ors to stop on the street fora few moments’ 
conversation. From morn till nightthe busi- 
ness (down town) portion of the city is ma 
ceaseless whirl of rush and activity. Heavily 
laden trucks with goods consigned to all por- 
tions of the habitable globe continually fill 
the streets and the wharves, as well as the 
depots of the various reilroads and 
express companies, The by-streets 
running from or crossing Broadway are al- 
most impassable during the greater portion of 
theday with the mountains of bales, boxes 
and bundles that line their sidewalks. On my 
way down town this morning I dropped in at 
the office of one of our leading merchants, and 


had a few minutes’ talk with bim onthe busi-

coming in so fast from all parts, but particu- 
larly the West, that I must now increase my 
staff of employes, orI shall never be able to 
fill the orders.’’ 

Similar statements were made by many 
other merchants with whom I talked, but I 
forbear giving them, as there is virtually no 
difference between them and the statements 
made by the merchant quoted above. Alto- 
gether, things are booming nicely. and it is 
hoped that Providence will deign to let them 
bocm indefinitely. 

EXCITEMENT IN WALL STREET. 

The largest sale of stocks which has ever 
been made In this or any other country was 
to-day completed on ’Change, and, as a natu- 
ral result, all the bulls and bears of Wall strect 
are in a perfect fever of excitement. The sale 
was made by the railroad king, William H. 
Vanderbilt, who disposed of fifteen millions’ 
worth of New York Central stock t6 a syndi- 
cate composed of Drexe], Morgan & Co., Rus- 
sell Sage, and others, and controlled by that 
veteran and wily financier, JayGould. There 
are many explanations given of the sale, but 
only two are deemed worthy of credeuce. These 
are they: For some time past Mr. Vanderbilt 
bas been bothered by legislative investigting 
committees appointed to inquire into his rates 
and rebates, and each of these committees, he 
is reported to have said, cost him in the 
neighborhood of $100,000, in addition to a 
great deal of trouble aud annoyance. ‘*I 
must either own the committee,’’ he is re- 
ported to have said, ‘‘or the committee must 
own me.’’ Hence he determined to sella 
portion of his stock to parties interested in 
the Wabash and Toledo, the Michigan Cen- 
tral and the Canada Southern lines and their 
innumerable branches, and by obtaining acon- 


trol ever those linés give their own- 
ers an interest in the New 
York Central. These lines border 


on the New York Central, so that Vanderbilt, 
by gaining a controlling interest in them, 
is enabled to send freight from 
this city to the most distant 
portions of the West, tothe creat injury of 
the Erie Road, which has been his greatest 
opponent all along in the transportation Dusi- 
ness. Thus he can lower bis freight rates to 
less than half of Erie’s and defy all the legis- 
lative committees in the world to find any- 
thing wrong in what he does. One of the 
conditions upon which the sale was made was 
that the purchasers should, in the person of 
Jay Gould, bave a voice in the administration 
of the New York Central; another, that Van- 
derbilt should not put any more stock upon 
the market in the next six months, and an- 
other, that the stock just sold should be im- 
mediately put uponthe London market and 
bulled to 150 at least. It is now quoted at 12). 
Thus Gould and Vanderbilt are now 
band in glove togetberin the control of the 
monopuly that has ever existed in 
this country—the freight transportation toand 
from the West—and there is every indication 
that they will succeed in utterly ruining Erie. 
Another explanation of the sale is that it. has 
been made solely for the purpose of *“*bulling”’ 
New York Central away up and depreciating 
Erie. This, it is said, Vanderbilt could not 
have done by himself, so he was forced into 
the combination with Gould. The develop-

ments of the next few days are awaited with 
feverish anticipation by financiers of all 
grades, and it is believed that the rush to buy 
New York Central in a day or two will be as- 
tounding. Nows rerrons. 


I forgot to state that Vanderbilt also offered 
the syndicate an extra ten mfllions’ worth, 
butthe offer was not accepted, though it is 
understood it will be in a day or two.

Romantic and Puzzling Features of the 
River’s Mouth. 


[Special Correspondence of the Cincinnati Gazette. | 

Port Eaps, LA., November 24.—I had 
barely cooled my heels in New Orleans and 
taken a few noteson the situation, eaten, 
drunk and slept, and listened to two Demo- 
cratic speeches, when the time came for our 
party to start tothe jetties. The little steam 
packet Isabel, which plies to this port and to 
Pilot Town, iay atthe foot of Conti street, 
and, going aboard at dark Saturday, we found 
every available foot piled bigh with freight

A KIVER RUNNING THROUGH A GULF, 

and shut off from it by astrip on each side. 
from a hundred yards to a mile wide. Yet all 
along this narrow strip runs a fine stage road, 
and settlements are numerous; rice fields 
stretch far back into the swamp, and an am- 
philbious race of fishermen and oystermen in- 
babit all the dry points.

It 
is, indeed, but the surface of the water which 
overflows, just as a pot boils over; the real 
river is in a deep channel below. The broad 
river first made its own’ banks of the tena- 
acious blue mud; the banks thus made eon- 
hned the water to a narrower space, and thus 
confined its force and bored out « deeper 
channel. Weshall see presenfly how this 


natural principle, slightly assisted by _art, has 
made the jetties a success.

Among the 
pilots on board was one who served the Con- 
federates at the time of the desperate conflicts 
there, and he desc: ibed, with more glee than 
Il could have expected, his awful experience 
on their gunboats. Below the forts the bor- 
dering land narrows till it looks as if one 
could throw astone across it, but the great 
river flows majestically on a mile in width 
and thirty feet in depth, while outside, as far 
asthe eye can see to the north and south, 
stretches the placid water of the gulf, now 
smooth asamiurror. With every mile down 
stream the illusion increases that this isa 
river running through a gulf, and only shut 
off from it by narrow banks of mud. 

At last we reach the head of the passes, 
where is presented a view at once romantic 
and puzzling. The vast stream, here 8,000 
feet wide, first slacks its course a little, shoal- 
ing up considerably, then turns to reach the 
sea. Now,hereis amystery; the volume, 8,0 
feet in width, is compressed into three passes 


which, together, aggregate but 35,750 feet. 
Squarely to the right turns the Southwest 


Pass, which is 1,500 fect wide and carries a 
little more than one-half the river’s volume; 
squarely to the left goes Passa l’Outre, 650 
feet wide, and earrying three-fourths of the 
remainder, while straight before us goes South 
Pass, not holding, at the outside, more than 
one-eighth ofall the water discharged by the 
Mississippi. And yet this is the pass chosen 
for permanent use, and at its mouth are the 
jetties. When I say that the river just above 
the passes is 5,000 feet wide, while the three 
asses carrying the same water aggregate but 
3,750 feet, two things are evident: That the 
main stream shoals alittle above, and that 
once in the passes the depth creases enor- 
mously. Forit is asimple matter of arith- 
metic that thesame volume with less than 
half the width must doublein depth or veloci- 
ty. Once in 
THE SOUTH PASS 

we are still more astonished at the same 
strange anomaly of a deep, rapid river run- 
ning through a gulf;for here the solid land is 
not ten rods wide on either hand—a mere 
cowpath, overflowed at high tide and sloping 
back rapidly to a marsh, which in half a mile 
vields to the gulf. But the anomaly is 
more apparent than real; for the water 
under us 1s from thirty to seventy feet deep 
while that in the gulf near by is seldom more 
than three, and dogs not reach ten till one gets 
five or ten miles yay. Now imagine the 
whole water surface sunk ten feet and you 
will get the true situation. The bordering 

ulf and marsh will then be dry land, and the 
South Pass a river running between high 
banks and several feet below the land. The 
pass made its own banks, then the banks con- 
fined the water and caused it to scour out 
this deep channel.

While the beauty of the English girl may 
endure longer than that of her American sis- 
ter, yet American beauty has this sovereign 
advantage—that it best bears close observa- 
tion. The English beauty appears best at a dis- 
tance, and grows homely as we approach her; 
the typical American beauty appears more at- 
tractive near at hand; in her case, nearness 
brings enchantment. The American face 
bears the microscope mainly by reason of its 
delicacy, fineness, and nobility of expression— 
qualifies that are only appreciated on nearness 


of inspection. The  ruddiness or 
freshness, the health suggesting 
and health sustaining face of 


the English girl seems incomparable when 
partially veiled,or when a few rods away; but, 
as she comes nearer, these excelling charac- 
teristics retreat behind the irregularities of 
the skin, the thickness of the lips, the size of 
the nose, and the observer 1s mildly stunned 
by the disappointment at not finding the nim- 
ble and automatic play of emotion in the eyes 
and features without which female beauty 
must always fall below the line of supreme 
authority. The English beauties of national 
and international fame. at whose feet the em- 
pire of Great Britain is now kneeling, are of 
the American type, and in this country they 
would be held simply as of average rather than 
exceptional excellence. 

It were well if these two extremes could be 
united; an American beauty slowly approach- 
ing, an English beautyslowly vanishing, pre- 
sent together a picture of human beauty the 
fairestthat could fall on mortal vision. An 
American lady who unites the American 
qualities of intellect, of manners and of 
physique, and who atone period lived for 
years in English territory. compresses it all 
n one sentence: ‘**The English face is mold- 
ed, the Amerivar is chiseled.’’

THE BU RN ED HORSES. 


Project of Mr. Bergh to Provide for the 
Safety of Stabled Animals in Case of 
Fire. 

From the New York Herald 

In referring to the recent fire in Eighth 
avenue, by which the extensive stabies of the 
kighth Avenue Railroad Company were de- 
stroyed, Mr. Henry Bergh, the President of 
the Society for the Prevention of Cruelty to 
Animals, said to a Herald reporter vesterday 
that he had it on the best authority that not 
fewer than two hundred and_ tifty horses 
were lost by the conflagration. 
‘*sSome action is necessary, Mr. 
Bergh continued, ‘‘to prevent this 
roasting alive of horses. In this city it is the 
custom to build immense stables intended to 
contain from fifteen to eighteen hunired 
herses, and, while the vehicles are placed on 
the ground floor, the animals are housed on 
the second and third stories, as high as they 
can be put. It will not doto say that wide 
passages or gangways are a suflicient provis- 
10n in the event of a fire like that atthe Kighth 
avenue stables. Experienceshows that it is 
impossible to save the beasts in any such em- 
ergency.’’ -Mr. Bergh then showed the re- 
porter a copy of a biil introduced into the As- 
sembly last winter. It was as follows: 

AN ACT RELATING TO THB CARE OF ANI- 
MALS.—The people ofthe State of New York, 
represented in Senate and Assembly, do 
enact as follows: ; 

SECTION I.—Kvery animal 
impounded, kept or contined in 
building, or upon any boat or vessel, 
provided while there with adequate space, 
sheiter, food, water and bedding by the pro- 
prietor, owner and person in charge of such 
place, building, boat or vessel; and no mnie 
ma! shall be impounded, kept or contined in 
Any place, building. boator vessel danger- 
ous to the life orinjurious to the health of 
such animal. 

SkEc. 1.—Every person vivlating any pro- 
vision of this act shall be guiity of a mi<de- 
meanor, and upon cunviction shail be pun- 
ished by a fine of not less than #10 for every 
animal so impounded, kept or confined, or by 
nuprisonment for a term not exceeding one 
vear, or by both such fine and linprisonment. 

Sic. 2.—This act sball take effect im:nedi- 
atcly. 

**'This bill,** he said. **passed the Assem- 
bly, but it was loaded down with an amend- 
ment, which I was willing to take rather than 
vet notbing.

AN INTERESTING SUIT, 


Story of the Big Jewelry Robbery at the 
Planters’ House Reteld. 

The suit of Wm. M. Fisher& Co., 
dence, Rk. I., aguinst Wm. Kelsey et al., pro- 
piietors of the Planters’ House, to recover 
$12,600, the amount of property stolen froma 
room in the botel on May 14, 1878, will goto 
trial in the United States Circuit Court late this 
afternoon crto-morrow morning. It involves 
the right to recover the value of 
stolen property under the laws 
regulating the liabilities of landlords. 

The particulars of the robbery which, caused 
much excitement in the city at the time, are 
as follows: 

Mr. Wm.M.Fisher,of the firm of Wm.M.Fish- 
er& Co. manutactures of gold watch chains 
and trimmings, On Monday, May 13, 1878, 
arrived from Chicago, and putup at the 
Janters’ House. He was first given room No. 
25, but was subsequently assigned to room 
No. 100n the oftice floor, a room which is 
used very largely by traveling sales- 
men to display their goods in. 
Mr. Fisher carried with him $30,cC00 worth of 
samples, consisting of watch chains. About 
3:45 o’clock on Tuesday he left the hotel, lock- 
ing bis door, and wentout forthe purpose of 
visiting some of the large jewelry houses ot the 
city to sell his goods. The adjoining room was 
occupied by Mr. Lindsley, an old and well- 
known New York salesman, who was absent 
during the greater partof the afternoon. 
Somewhere between 3:45, when Mr. Fisher 
left his room, and5o0 ‘clock, when he returned, 
some party or parties entered the room ot Mr. 
Lindsley by a skeleton key, broke openthe 
fastenings that held the folding: doors between 
the rooms, entered Mr. Fisher's room and took 
a large portion of the watch-chains where 
Mr. Fisher bad left them oa his departure, pre- 
ferring notto goto the trouble of repacking 
them. About 5 o’ciock Mr. Defriez, the jewel- 
er, called atthe hotel to see Mr. Fisher, and 
knocked at his door, which he found locked. 
It was supposed thatthis knock alarmed the 
robbers, who left quite a number of chains on 
the tuble, and departed the way they 

came, through the room of Mr. Lindsley 

Mr. Fisher came in afew minutes afterwards 
and was distracted at his terrible loss. Al- 
though the police were immediately notitied of 
the audacious robbery the thieves have never 
been traced or captured. 

The firm of Fisher & Co. brought this suit in 
the U. &. courts to recover the vaiue of the 
stolen property, they holding that the pro- 
prietors of the hotel are legally responsible 
tor property svolen from guests while stopping 
intheir house.
